REMARKS 

Claims 2-6, 12-18 and 21-24 are pending and stand allowed. By this Amendment, claims 
1, 7-1 1 and 19-20 are cancelled without prejudice to, or disclaimer of, their subject matter. 

1. The Office Action, on page 2, continues to object to the Drawings for the reason 
stated in the previous Office Action. In lines 1-3 of page 6, the Office Action acknowledges that 
the June 19 Amendment states that a Request For Approval Of Drawing Corrections was 
attached to the Amendment, but goes on to state that "the examiner has not received any drawing 
corrections as the amendment filed on 06/19/03 said." 

In response, the Applicant asserts that the Request For Approval Of Drawing Correction 
was indeed filed on June 19. As evidence of this filing, the Applicant attaches hereto the receipt 
for this filing from the Office Of Initial Patent Examination of the Patent Office date stamped on 
June 19, 2003 as Exhibit 1. As a convenience for the Examiner, the Applicant attaches hereto as 
Exhibit 2 a courtesy copy of the filing from the Applicant's records with the changes highlighted 
again in pink. The Examiner is requested to review and approve the proposed drawing 
corrections. No new matter is added. It is respectfully submitted that the present objection to the 
Drawings is obviated by these drawing corrections. Amendments to the Specification filed June 
19, 2003 already reference these corrected drawings 

2. The Office Action rejects claims 1 and 7-11 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,448,104 to Watanabe. Claims 1 and 7-11 are not presently 
pending. 

3. Claims 2-6, 12-18 and 21-24 stand allowed. The Examiner is respectfully 
requested to clarify an ambiguity in the status of claim 6 that appears in the record. On line 7, 
page 1, the Office Action indicates that claim 6 is objected to but the Office Action does not 
explain why anywhere in the Office Action. On line 5, page 1 and on page 5, the Office Action 
indicates that claim 6 is allowed. It is respectfully submitted that the objection to claim 6 is held 
over from an earlier Office Action, and the objection to claim 6 was obviated when claim 2 was 
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presented in independent form. Clarification by an indication that claim 6 is not objected to is 
earnestly solicited. 

4. The Office Action asserts a Requirement that non-elected claims 19 and 20 be 
cancelled. By this Amendment, this Requirement is obviated. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, it is respectfully submitted that the 
application is in condition for allowance. Prompt reconsideration and allowance are earnestly 
solicited.

REQUEST FOR APPROVAL OF DRAWING CORRECTIONS 



Sir: 

Attached hereto are 8 sheets of proposed drawing corrections proposing corrections to 
FIGS. 1-3 and the addition of FIGS. 7-12. No new matter is added. 

The corrections to FIGS. 1-3 correct original FIGS. 1-3 to conform the drawings to the 
specification. The specification, on pages 4 and 5 disclose: (1) sensor 10 as including CMOS 
circuitry (illustrated as circuitry 30), (2) sensor 40 as including CMOS circuitry (illustrated as 
circuitry 60), and (3) sensor 70 as including CMOS circuitry (illustrated as circuitry 90). 
Furthermore and referring to FIGS. 1-3, page 8, lines 8-15 of the specification discloses that at 
least one n-FET (illustrated as 34) are formed in a p well (illustrated as 32). The depiction of 
CMOS circuitry in proposed FIGS. 1-3 includes no more subject matter than what would be 
understood by a person of ordinary skill in the art from the disclosure of CMOS circuitry 
described on pages 4, 5 and 8. No new matter was added to the proposed corrections to FIGS. 1- 
3. 

The additional FIGS. 7-9 are proposed to further conform the drawings, as a set, to the 
specification, as a whole. FIGS. 7-9 derive from the original disclosure of corrected FIGS. 1-3 
and the original disclosure in the specification on page 8, lines 16-19 where the p implant 
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beneath the photodiode is increased in depth by an extra implant process beyond the 
conventional CMOS p well implant process. No new matter was added in the proposed 
additional FIGS. 7-9. 

The additional FIGS. 10-12 are proposed to further conform the drawings, as a set, to the 
specification, as a whole. FIGS. 10-12 derive from the original FIGS. 1-3 and the original 
disclosure in the specification on page 9, lines 5-15. No new matter was added in the proposed 
additional FIGS. 10-12. 

Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully requested to review and approve the above 

proposed corrections to the drawings.
